AN FRANCISCO, Nov. 15. 

~The grand jury this aft- 

ernoon returned five sep- 
erate indictments against Eu- 
gene E. Schmitz and #braham 
Ruef, on the charge extor- 
tion. On each cha the bail 
was fixed at $10, making a 
total on the five counts of 
$50,000. 

The first crime was in con- 
nection with the Poodle Dog 
restaurant, and the indictment 
recites that Ruef and Schmitz 
demanded money from the pro- 
prietor, “Tony” Blanco. As this 
demand was made, it ts stated, 
on two occasions, two indict- 
ments were returned. 

Extortion ie declared to have 
been practiced upon Ed March- 
and, proprietor of Marchand's 
restaurant, and a demand made 
upon “Joe” Malfanti, another 
restaurateur, is also cited. 

The indictments were returned 
for the grand jury by Foreman 
B. P. over, who presented the 
documents to Judge Muraskey, 
who read them and placed them 
on file. He then proceeded to 
fix the bail for each charge.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 15.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.) The indictment by 
the grand jury this afternoon of Mayor 
Schmitz and Abe Ruef on five counts 
each for extortion came as a surprise 
to San Franciscans, because most peo- 


_jple believed that action would be 


slow, as the preliminary steps in im- 
paneling the jury and calling wit- 
nesses had not been rushed. 
The first two counts specify that in 
January, 1906. Schmitz and Ruef ex 
torted $1175 from Antonio Blanco of 
the new Poodle Dog restaurant, one 
of the finest of the French restaurants, 
at Eddy and Mason streets, im the very 
heart of the “tenderloin,” and again 
in February, 1906, they extorted $1000 
from Blanco. 
The third and fourth counts specify 
that these same amounts were ex- 
torted from Joseph Malfanti of Del- 
monico’s restaurant on O Farrell street, 
near Stockton, and his partners, 
Charies Kelb and William LaFrenz. 
The fifth count is extortion of $1175 
in January, 1905. from E. J. Marchand, 
proprietor of Marchand’s restaurant, 
and his partners, Pierre Priet and 
Michal de Bret. 

SPECIMEN OF COUNT. 
The rst count of the Blanco indict- 
ment is a specimen of the others. It 
relates that Eugene E. Schmitz and 
Abraham Ruef on January 15. 1995, 
ded “unlawfully, wilfully. feloniously,” 
ete. extort and obtain from Antonio 
Bianco $1175 by threats; that Blanco 
was then conducting a restaurant and 
selling at retail liquors and wines,

Europe. 

For nearly two years the alleged 
objectionable relations between the 
French restaurant-keepers and the 
municipal administration have been a 
subject of severe criticism and public 
denunciation. 

These restaurants, which were all 
destroyed by the April conflagration, 
were frequently the cause of bitter 
assaults from the pulpit and press, 
the accusations being made that they 
were immoral and a menace to the 
welfare of the community. The so- 
called “restaurants” were a combina- 
tion of eating-house, lodging-house | 
and liquor resort. The agitation for 
their suppression, atout two years 
apparently reached the city of- 
ficiais and orders were issued 
that they be deprived of licenses, 
which practically closed them.

IN BANKING.

Currency Reformers Prepare 
a Plan for Congress. 


More Freedom ia Deposits of 
Public Moneys. 


Red Cross Committee Talks 
of Quake Relief. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—The plan 
of currency reform agreed upon by 
the committees of the American 
Bankers’ Association and the New 
York Chamber of Commerce, upon 
which they have been at work for four 
days, was made public today. 

Before adjourning 
committee was appointed, to which 
was intrusted the drafting of a bill 
for presentation to Congress. This bill 
will embody the ideas expressed in the 
statement made public tonight by the 
committee of bankers. 

The plan agreed upon by the two 
committees contemplates the issue, 
under government supervision, of 


equal to % per cent. of their bond- 
Secured circulation, subject to a tax 
of 2% per cent. per annum: an auto- 
matic increase credit notes under 
certain conditions; a further issue of 
credit notes equal to 12% per cent. of 
a bank's capital at a tax of 5 per cent. 
per annum; the establishment of a 
guarantee fund for the redemption of 
credit notes of failed banks; provis- 
fon for active daily redemption of 
credit notes: reporting the existing 
law in relation to the retirement of 
bond-secured notes to $3,000,000 per 
month, and the deposit of all public 
moneys above reasonable working 
bajances in national banks, without 
collateral securities, on which the 
banks are to pay 2 per cent. 
SERIES OF PRINCIPLES. 

The report sets out a series of prin- 
cipies which were agreed upon by the 
bankers and which, they believe, un- 
derife a correct solution of the cur- 
rency problem, so far as it relates to 
the issue of a bank-note currency. 
The report says: 

“We therefore unanimously recom- 
mend the enactment into law of the 
following, having the firm conviction 
that thereby would be provided a 
bank note currency safe beyond perad- 
venture, and automatically varying in 
volume as needs of commerce, vary. 

CREDIT BANK NOTES. 
Credit bank notes: Any national 
bank having been doing business for 
one year and having a surplus fund 
equal to 30 per cent. of its capital shall 
have authority to issue credit notes 
as follows, subject to the rules and 
regulations to be determined by the 
Comptroller of Currency. (A.) An 
amount eq to 40 per cent. of its 
bond-secured circulation, subject to a 
tax at the rate of 2% per cent. per

City Attorney 
Wood does not feel that there is any 
real danger that the intent of the ad- 
ministration will be thwarted, as he has 

a careful study of the law on the 
subject. and believes that t admin- 
oon is acting entirely within its 
rights. 

There are other attorneys in Pasa- 
Gena who do not agree with the stand 
taken by Judge Wood, however, and 
believe that the objectors have a very 
Seed case. It is certain that the step 
Wee not taken without due forethought 
at any rate, and the applicants for the 
Injunction have made a careful canvass 
of the situation.
